NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  COHDITIONS: 

The  Borough  3.ies  in  the  extreme  south  west 
comer  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  at  the 
confluence  of  the  rivers  Avon  and  Stour,  It  encircles 
most  of  the  land  locked  Christchurch  Harbour,  a sliallow 
tidal  basin  popular  lith  yachtsman  and  nature  lovers,  and 
extends  to  the  east  to  include  the  seaside  resort  of 
Highcliffe  yiere  many  go  to  live  on  retirement,  Vith 
Bournemouth  on  the  one  side,  and  the  New  Forest  close  by, 
the  town  has  much  to  offer. 

The  population  has  risen  steadiljr  in  the 
post  war  years  and  continues  to  do  so,  there  lias  in  fact 
been  a 60%  increase  since  the  end  of  the  V\far,  almost 
entirely  by  immigration. 

Sources  of  employment  are  varied  but  the 
closure  of  the  town’s  largest  factory  in  the  middle  of 
the  year,  and  failure  to  find  a new  1 131  ant,  has  caused 
much  anxiety.

FOOD  POISONING: 


The  one  case  of  food  poisoning  reported  was  in  a 
private  house  and  almost  certainly  infected  there. 
Bacteriological  confirmation  was  not  obtained  owing  to  delay 
in  reporting  the  case, 

Severn*  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  were 
reported  as  food  poisoning,  but  on  investigation  all  seemed 
to  be  attacks  of  epidemic  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  prevalent 
in  the  area  at  the  time.

LUNG  CANCER: 


Twelve  deaths  occurred  as  the  result  of  lung  cancer, 
six  less  than  last  year’s  record  total.  'Twelve  per  annum  is 
about  the  average  number  of  deaths  in  this  tovffi  in  recent 
years  from  this  self  inflicted  disease.  The  national 
lung  cancer  death  rate  continues  to  rise  year  by  year,  during 
1962,  970  more  people  died  of  it  than  in  1961,  making  a 
total  of  23,779, 

There  must  be  few  responsible  adults  now  v\h.o  are  not 
aware  of  the  relationsliip  between  cigarette  smoking  and 
lung  cancer  and,  increasingly,  as  time  goes  by,  most  of  us 
will  watch  a friend  or  a relative  die  of  this  supraaely 
unpleasant  disease.  Perhaps  only  then  will  it  be  impressed 
on  us  that  cigarette  slacking  can  be  a fatal  addiction,  the 
kind  of  habit  we  should  like  our  children  to  avoid.  Not 
until  then  will  they  get  the  example  they  require  of 
abstinence  by  their  elders.  Talks,  films,  posters,  directed 
at  the  young  have  little  effect  so  long  as  their  eiders  shew 
no  sign  of  changing  their  smoking  habits.

6.  Smallpox  Vaccination. 

This  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  family 
doctors  and  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  records  are 
maintained  by  the  County  laedical  Officer.  Family  doctors 
may,  and  norr.ia.lly  do,  charge  for  certificates  of 
vaccination. 

1,743  primary  vaccinations  and  2,660 
revaccinations  were  reported.  These  extraordinary 
figures  were  the  result  of  the  public  alarm  engendered 
by  the  outbrealc  of  smallpox  in  Bradford  and  South  'Wales 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  proportion  of  babies 
under  one  year  Wio  were  vaccinated  was  89 o 9%,  the  hd-ghest 
percentage  in  the  County  and  by  far  the  highest  figure 
ever  reached  in  this  District,  The  County  average  was  63.2^, 
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?•  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  VJho oping  Cough, 

The  scheiie  is  administered  locally  and  the  records 
maintained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Medical  Officerc  Treatment  is  carried  out  by 
faiiiily  doctors  and,  at  Child  ‘Welfare  Clinics  and  schools, 
by  Assistant  County  Medi.cal  Officers* 

There  vjas  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of 
primary  Ixiunisations  can-ied  out,  as  coLpared  "with  last 
year’s  record  totals  This  is  perhaps  not  surprising  in  the 
light  of  the  smallpox  vaccination  figures.

The  canpany,  in  addition,  supplies  part  of 
Bournemouth,  the  v\bole  of  the  Rural  District  of  Ringvjood  and 
Fordingbridge,  part  of  the  New  Forest  Rural  District  and 
part  of  the  Bcrough  of  Lymington,  Partially  treated  vmter 
in  bulk  is  aluo  pumped  to  the  oil  refinery  at  Fawley, 
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The  raw  water  is  drawn  from  th3  River  Avon  at 
Christchurch  and  treated  by  rapid  a-nd  slow  sand  filtration 
and  super  chlorination.

The  Company’s  records  show  9,212  separately 
assessed  domestic  dwellings  to  be  supplied  from  their 
mains  in  Clirist church.

have  shcvm  evidence  of  overloading,  diie  in  the  main  to  the 
rapid  rise  in  o’dr  population  and  to  the  general  increase  in 
the  cmsuiTiption  of  water.  It  is  apparent  that  extensions 
to  the  VJorks  will  have  to  be  constriicted  as  soon  as  possible 
not  onJiy  to  cope  with  our  existing  population  but  also  to 
receive  sewage  from  further  areas  of  the  adjoining  Rural 
District,  In  spite  of  the  overloading  it  has  been  possible 
to  maintain  the  VJorks  in  an  efficient  state  by  balancing  the 
flows  through  the  VJorks  over  the  24  hours  by  the  use  of  the 
storm  water  tanks.

There  is  a tendency  for  the  public  to  be 
increasingly  critical  of  food  premises,  and  tliis  is  a useful 
trend,  Wore  complaints  of  -unsound  food  are  brought  to 
notice,  not  it  is  believed  because  there  is  more  of  it,  but 
on  account  of  the  changing  public  attitude.

I.fr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  /mnual  Report 
for  1962,  my  twenty-second  as  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector#  In  it  is  given  a brief  outline  of  the  v/ork  of 
the  department  ard  reference  is  made  to  some  of  the  problems 
met  with  during  the  year. 

Por  a number  of  years  there  has  been  a steady  increase 
in  the  population  which  is  now  26,640,  an  increase  of  530 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  properties  has  also  increased,  mainly  in 
Highcliffe  and  Mudeford,  263  having  been  erected. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  properties, 
and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  labour  for  this  class  of 
work,  the  collection  of  refuse  has  suffered  a setback,  and 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  maintain  the  regular  weelcly 
collection  which  was  for  so  many  years  a feature  of  the 
service. 

Reference  to  this  matter  is  made  later  in  the  report. 


HOUSING  - RECONDITIONING; 

/J-though  the  standard  of  housing  in  this  area  is 
reasonably  good,  very  many  properties  lack  facilities 
considered  essential  to  the  v/ell-being  of  the  occupants. 
Quite  a number  are  without  bath,  lavatory  basin  and  hot 
water  supply,  all  matters  that  cannot  be  demanded  of 
owners  as  the  law  stands  at  present. 

True,  grants  are  available  to  assist  in  the  provision 
of  these  facilities,  but  the  number  of  applications  for 
these  grants  is  low  in  relation  to  the  number  requiring 
modernisation. 
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The  Government  have  this  matter  very  much  in  mind,  and 
it  is  thought  that  new  regulations  are  now  being  considered. 

Meanwhile,  your  Inspectors,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  owners,  do  their  utmost  to  ensure  that  houses  of  this 
type  are  kept  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair. 

22  were  dealt  with  informally.  1 was  the  subject  of 
a Formal  Notice. 


HOUSING  - OVIRCROVvDING; 

Whereas  years  ago  the  term  "overcrowding"  was  used  to 
denote  lack  of  adequate  living  space,  today  almost  any 
family  without  separate  accommodation  considers  itself 
overcrowded  and  many  seek  the  support  of  the  department  in 
their  application  for  rehousing. 

Records  maintained  in  the  department  lead  me  to  believe 
that  there  is  little  or  no  serious  overcrow'ding,  and  I am 
satisfied  that  the  Council  do  all  they  can  to  rehouse 
families  living  under  difficult  conditions. 

As  and  when  possible,  your  Inspectors  continue  the 
survey  of  houses  to  ascertain  "permitted  numbers",  187 
having  been  inspected  during  the  year. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES; 

Unfortunately,  one  hears  from  time  to  time  of  outbreaks 
of  food  poisoning  or  infectious  disease  traceable  to  some 
article  of  food  which  had  been  either  im^properly  stored  or 
handled  by  some  person  who  had  not  paid  sufficient  attention 
to  personal  hygiene.  This  avoidable  suffering  is  to  be 
deprecated,  and  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  your  Inspectors 
to  warn  of  these  dangers  and  advise  food  handlers  of  the 
steps  to  be  taken  to  avoid  outbreaks  of  this  nature,  and 
ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  with 
particular  rcj. erence  to  the  cleanliness  of  hands  and 
clothing.  Attention  is  also  drawn  to  the  requirements 
of  Section  9 of  the  Regulations  v/hich,  intei'  alia. 
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prohibits  the  use  of  tobacco  v/hile  handling  open  food  or 
in  a room  in  which  there  is  open  food. 

Fortunately,  the  traders  are  conscious  of  their 
obligations  and  do  their  utmost  to  ensure  the  quality  of 
their  goods.  There  are  times,  however,  v/here  turnover  of 
vulnerable  articles  of  food  is  overlooked,  resulting  in 
deterioration  of  the  product. 

Repeated  reference  to  food  hygiene  in  the  Press  and 
Radio  has  the  effect  of  making  the  public  "hygiene  conscious", 
and  if  in  doubt  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  food,  they  seek  tlie 
advice  of  the  department.  This  procedure  resulted  in  a 
number  of  successful  prosecutions  during  the  year.

SBIPLINa  - POOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT : 


The  sampling  of  food  for  adulteration  is  undertaken  by 
the  County  Council.  Their  Chief  Inspector,  Mr.  J. S.  Preston, 
has  very  ld.ndly  furnished  me  with  particulars  of  samples 
taken  in  the  borough  during  the  year.  His  report  is 
reproduced  hereunder : - 


"I  beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  ended  the  31st 
March,  1963,  51  samples  were  procured  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  Borou^  of  Christchurch. 

Milk  Samples 

35  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  report  that  all  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples 

16  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  procured 
and  2 of  these  were  the  subject  of  adverse  reports.  Both 
were  samples  of  pork  sausages,  found  upon  analysis  to  be 
slightly  deficient  of  the  normal  minimum  meat  content  of 
65  per  cent.  iJ.thougla  there  is  no  official  standard  for 
these  products,,  action  has  successfully  been  taken  under 
the  general  provisions  of  the  Act  where  a substantial 
deficiency  of  meat  was  involved. 

The  discrepancies  in  the  2 sajnples  referred  to  were 
only  small  - not  exceeding  4 per  cent  - but  the  producers 
were  advised  to  increase  the  proportion  of  meat  used. 

General 

Attention  was,  as  usual,  given  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  with  regard  to  their  application  to  the  labelling  and 
descriptions  of  food  and  drugs,  dui'ing  inspection  visits 
to  traders  and  by  reference  to  advertisements. " 


MILK  SDPFLY; 

For  some  years  the  number  of  persons  retailing  milk 
remained  constant.  Of  late  years  many  applications  to  be 
registered  as  "Distributors  of  Milk"  have  been  made,  and 
the  number  has  risen  from  35  in  1954  to  79  dijring  the  year 
under  reviev/. 

Supervision  of  the  production  and  bottling  of  milk  is 
not  the  responsibility  of  this  Council.  Production  is 
supervised  by  officers  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
and  bottling  of  all  milk  consumed  in  Christchurch  is  done  in 
adjoining  districts.  Therefore,  your  Inspectors  are 
concerned  solely  v/ith  storage  and  distribution,  which  are 
satisfactory.

ICE  CRE;J^; 

248  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  These  samples  are  subjected  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  the  grading  is  dependent  upon  the  time  taken 
to  decolorise  the  Methylene  Blue.  Grades  1 and  2 are 
considered  satisfactory.  Grades  3 and  4 are  suspect  and 
call  for  investigation. 

Though  not  alv/ays  so,  most  of  the  samples  graded  3 or 
4 are  from  bulk  containers,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that 
contamination  occurs  at  the  retailers'  premises. 

The  retailers  concerned  are  interviewed  by  your 
Inspectors  who  endeavour  to  trace  the  source  of  contamin- 
ation and  offer  advice  on  methods  of  storage  and  handling. 
Repeat  samples  usually  show  an  improvement.

Development  on  quite  a large  scale  continues, 
particularly  in  the  Highcliffe  and  Mudeford  districts, 
mostly  on  an  estate  basis.  This  form  of  development  does 
not  give  rise,  to  problems  as  sewers  and  drains  are  laid  by 
the  developers. 
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Occasionally,  properties  are  constructed  in  areas  where 
sewers  are  not  available.  Drainage  in  such  cases  is  to 
cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

A number  of  older  properties  in  the  more  remote  areas 
have  buctet  latrines,  the  contents  being  buried  in  the 
garden. 

The  number  not  draining  to  sewers,  and  the  facilities

SITES: 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  gives 
local  authorities  a good  deal  of  control  over  this  form  of 
developnent  and  lays  down  standards  in  relation  to  such 
matters  as  roads,  sanitary  accommodation,  the  condition  of 
and  distance  between  caravans  and  the  general  maintenance 
of  sites. 

This  type  of  holiday  is  very  popular,  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  absence  of  petty  restrictions  and  to  the 
freedom  to  come  and  go  at  will. 

Apart  from  vans  used  for  holidays,  many  are  occupied 
all  the  year  and  are  in  fact  permanent  homes.  Many  have 
all  the  necessary  modern  conveniences  and  most  are  sited 
on  enclosed  plots  with  well  maintained  gardens. 

There  ar'e  26  licensed  sites  v/ith  a total  permitted 
number  of  1,010  caravans,  of  which  211  are  permanently 
occupied. 


PET  jJWJjS  ACT; 

Three  persons  are  licensed  to  keep  a Pet  Shop.  The 
conditions  under  which  pets  are  permitted  to  be  exposed  for 
sale  are  those  agreed  with  the  R.S.P.C.A.  Your  Inspectors 
make  periodical  inspections  to  ensure  compliance. 
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PUBLIC  CLEAITSING; 

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

Prom  a health  standpoint,  this  is  one  of  the  most 
essential  public  services,  and  householders  expect,  and  in 
fact  demand,  that  collection  should  be  at  regular  weekly 
intervals. 

For  very  many  years  I was  able  to  maintain  a regular 
service,  the  willingness  of  the  men  to  work  overtime  to 
make  up  deficiencies  in  labour  making  this  possible.  The 
stage  has  now  been  reached  v/hene  due  to  the  continued 
increase  in  the  number  of  properties  to  be  served  and  to 
shortage  of  labour  occasioned  by  holidays  and  sickness, 
it  is  no  longer  possible  to  maintain  this  regularity. 

For  some  years,  a considerable  amount  of  overtime  has 
had  to  be  worked.  This  had  beneficial  results  in  so  far 
as  the  department  is  concerned.  On  the  other  hand,  it 
resulted  in  the  men  having  but  little  time  to  devote  to 
their  families  and  they  have  asked  to  be  relieved  of  this 
burden  and  will  in  future  work  only  such  overtime  as  is 
necessary  to  cover  Bank  Holidays. 

This  decision,  coupled  with  shortage  of  labour  due  to 
holidays  and  sickness,  has  resulted  in  the  breakdown  of 
the  service,  collection  now  being  quite  irregular.  This 
uncertainty  as  to  the  day  and  time  of  collection  creates 
problems  for  householders  and  makes  control  difficult. 

The  Council  are  aware  of  these  difficulties,  and  with 
a view  to  finding  a solution  to  this  problem,  a Work  Study 
has  been  made  by  a firm  of  Consultants.  Their  report  has 
been  received  and  the  recommendations  made  therein  are  to 
be  put  into  effect  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  suggested  re-organisation  will 
result  in  the  resumption  of  a regular  weekly  service. 

It  is  woll  known  that  as  living  standards  improve, 
there  is  a change  in  the  nature  and  quantity  of  refuse;  and 
as  more  and  more  goods  are  being  prepacked,  there  is  a 
decrease  in  weight,  but  a very  considerable  increase  in 
volume . 
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For  many  years  the  standard  2^  cubic  foot  bin^  was 
adequate  for  the  average  household.  In  many  cases  this 
is  no  longer  so,  and  surplus  refuse  is  stored  in  drums, 
baths  or  cartons. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  loads  collected  confirms 
this  trend.  'vYhereas  in  1961/62,  3,900  loads  were  brou^t  to 
the  tip,  the  number  rose  to  4,529  in  1962/63,  an  increase 
of  16.13/. 

To  overcome  this  problem,  in  part  at  least,  I have 
been  authorised  to  purchase  a new  lorry  equipped  to  compress 
refuse.  This  should  result  in  a saving  of  time  and  of 
wear  and  tear  of  the  vehicle. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 
Disposal  is  on  land  at  Rotten  Row  Meadows,  land  which  is 
subject  to  flooding  at  certain  periods. 

Trial  holes  dug  at  a number  of  points  have  shown  that 
a fair  amount  of  soil  is  available.  Bearing  in  mind  the 
scarcity  of  good  top  soil,  it  is  essential  that  as  much  as 
can  be  stripped  should  be  set  aside  for  future  use. 

Because  of  the  boggy  nature  of  the  site,  this  work 
has  to  be  done  by  contractors  who  have  the  necessary 
equipment,  and  the  work  has  to  be  done  during  the  dry 
season. 

Sane  six  acres  have  been  reclaimed,  but  because  of  the 
nature  of  refuse  it  is  not  advisable  to  spread  top  soil 
until  the  material  is  finally  consolidated.  In  order  to 
ensure  good  consolidation,  all  large  metal  containers  are 
extracted  and  disposed  of  to  scrap  merchants. 

As  there  is  little  or  no  ash  in  refuse,  primary  cover 
has  to  be  imported  from  other  sources.  At  present,  this 
is  obtained  from  British  Railv/ays  and  consists  of  ash  and 
clinker;  saiK-  848  tons  were  used  during  the  year. 

5540  loads  of  refuse  and  other  materials  were  brought 
to  the  tip.  The  previous  year  the  number  was  4820. 
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(c)  staff. 


19  men,  including  the  foreman,  are  employed  in 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  baling  of  waste 
paper.  Their  duties  are  as  follows:- 

Foreman  (driving  most  of  the  time);  4 drivers; 

11  loaders;  1 Loading  Shovel  driver;  1 tip 
attendant  and  1 salvage  packer. 

Sickness  and  absenteeism  - totalling  295  da^^s  - 
deprived  me  of  the  services  of  1.14  men  throughout  the  year. 

(d  ) Transport . 

Some  years  ago  I submitted  a report  in  which 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  advantages  of  acquiring  vehicles 
powered  by  diesel  units.  The  advantages  were  thought  to 
be  (l)  lower  maintenance  costs,  (2)  lov/er  fuel  consumption. 

Records  maintained  in  the  department  have  enabled  me 
to  make  close  comparison  between  vehicles  driven  by  petrol 
and  those  using  diesel. 

Two  vehicles  of  identical  capacity  have  given  the 
follov/ing  results: - 

Petrol  engine  4.05  miles  per  gallon. 

Cost  per  mile  (fuel  only)  10. 7d. 

Diesel  engine  10.72  miles  per  gallon. 

Cost  per  mile  (fuel  only)  4.16d. 

The  fore  and  aft  lorries,  both  of  which  are  fitted 
with  diesel  engines,  and  have  a much  larger  carrying 
capacity,  have  given  an  average  of  8.75  miles  per  gallon 
at  a cost  (fuel  only)  of  5. Id. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  diesel  engines,  thougli  more 
expensive  to  buy,  are  cheaper  to  run  and  are  trouble  free 
over  very  long  periods.

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SALVAGE: 


For  a number  of  years  two  men  were  employed  in  sorting 
and  baling  paper  and  rags.  As  it  was  found  difficult  to 
obtain  labour  for  refuse  collection,  one  man  was  transferred 
to  this  service  in  1961,  leaving  a partially -disabled  man 
to  continue  this  work. 

Unfortunately,  the  demand  for  this  material  fluctuates, 
and  at  times  it  is  difficult  to  dispose  of. 

Storage  space  at  the  depot  is  limited,  and  there  are 
times  when  the  surplus  has  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  tip. 

The  quantity  dealt  with  in  this  manner  is  carefully  controlled 
to  avoid  unnecessary  waste. 

Financially,  the  scheme  is  self-supporting,  but  no 
great  profit  is  available.  The  income  for  the  year  was 
£896.,  and  the  expenditure,  excluding  overheads,  but 
including  the  cost  of  the  electric  baling  press,  £749. 

The  total  tonnage,  including  metads,  sold  during  the 
year  was  116^  tons.  The  previous  year  it  was  197-^  tons. 

RQDEI^IT  CONTROL; 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  degree  of  infestation  is 
high,  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  vigilance  of  your 
Rodent  Operative  and  to  the  co-operation  of  the  public  who 
notify  the  department  of  infestations  of  which  they  are 
av/are.  This  greatly  facilitates  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  in  order  to  retain  the  goodwill  of  the  public, 
canplaints  are  dealt  with  promptly. 

In  addition  to  his  rodent  control  duties,  A'Jr.  Cox 
deals  with  the  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises,  and 
when  required,  the  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing.

rfe.tters  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
ventilation,  etc.,  of  factories  without  mechanical  power, 
and  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  sanitary  accommodation 
in  all  factories,  whether  or  not  mechanical  power  is  used, 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority,  and  these 
duties  are  undertaken  by  the  public  health  inspectors  who 
made  288  inspections  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  inspection  of  factories,  visits  are 
also  made  to  premises  occupied  by  outworkers. 


SUMMARY; 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  borou^  is  good. 

Food  hygiene  is  at  a satisfactory  level. 

Rodent  control  is  effective. 

Refuse  collection  is,  at  present,  irregular. 

Atmospheric  pollution  presents  no  problem.
